NARRATIVE 

ON SATURDAY 12/31/11 AT APPROX. 1300 HOURS, I WAS DISPATCHED VIA RADIO TO RESPOND 
TO 3071 LENOX RD. REGARDING A MISSING PERSON. UPON MY ARRIVAL, I WAS MET BY MRS. 
CYNTHIA JAMISON AND MR. KEVIN JAMISON. 

THE COUPLE STATED THAT THEY LAST SPOKE TO MRS, JAMISONS DAUGHTER (MR. JAMISONS 
STEP-DAUGHTER) MS. STACEY NICOLE ENGLISH, F/B/36, D O B. 07/01/75, ON 12/25/11, AT APPROX. 
2000 HOURS. THE COUPLE STATED THAT THEY USUALLY SPEAK TO MS. ENGLISH SEVERAL TIMES 
A WEEK, AND HAVE BEEN CALLING HER NUMEROUS TIMES DAILY WITHOUT A RETURN PHONE 
CALL. AFTER NOT HEARING FROM MS. ENGLISH ALL WEEK, THE COUPLE RESPONDED TO HER 
RESIDENCE WITH THEIR SON. MR. BRIAN JOHNSON, AND GAINED ENTRY TO HER APARTMENT 
WITH A SPARE KEY. UPON ENTERING THE APARTMENT, THERE WAS NO SIGN OF MS. ENGLISH, 
HOWEVER, HER CELL PHONE AND IPAD WERE INSIDE OF THE APARTMENT. THEY ALSO LOCATED 
MS. ENGLISH'S KEY FOB, WHICH ALLOWS HER ENTRY INTO HER APARTMENT COMPLEX, ON THE 
KITCHEN COUNTER OF THE LOCATION. THE REPORTING PARTIES STATED THAT SUCH BEHAVIOR 
IS VERY UNUSUAL FOR MS. ENGLISH, AS SHE NEVER GOES ANYWHERE WITHOUT HER CELL 
PHONE OR IPAD, AND SHE WOULD NEED HER KEY FOB TO GAIN ENTRY TO HER COMPLEX. THEY 
ALSO CHECKED HER PA RKING SP OT AT THE LOCATION, AND DISCOVERED HER WHITE 2006 VOLVO 
S60, BEARING GA. TAG# NOT PARKED AT THE L OCATION. MRS. J AMISON DIP PROVIDE 

INFORMATION THAT MS. ENGLISH SUFFERED FROM MHHMMi, AND WAS CURRENTLY 
TAKING MEDICATION FORWH* MS. JAMISON ALSO ADVISED THAT HER DAUGHTER HAD 
PREVIOUSLY BEEN HOSPITALIZED FOR ATTEMPTING SUICIDE (OVERDOSE) ON 1 1/21/08. 

WHILE AT THE LOCATION, MRS. JAMISON WAS ABLE TO CONTACT A FRIEND OF MS. ENGLISH, 
IDENTIFIED AS MICHELLE STROTHERS. MS. STROTHERS STATED THAT SHE LAST SAW MS. 
ENGLISH ON MONDAY 12/26/1 1 OR TUESDAY 12/27/1 1 , BUT DOES NOT RECALL WHICH DAY. SHE 
STATED THAT WHEN SHE SAW MS. ENGLISH, THAT MS. ENGLISH APPEARED UPSET, AND STATED 
THAT SHE FELT AS IF SOMEONE WAS ATTEMPTING TO HURT HER. SHE ALSO STATED THAT MS. 
ENGLISH WAS ACTING OUT OF CHARACTER, AND BEGAN DISCUSSING THE END OF THE WORLD 
AND QUOTING BIBLICAL SCRIPTURES. MS. STROTHERS STATED THAT SHE WAS ABLE TO 
EVENTUALLY CALM MS. ENGLISH DOWN. MS. STROTHERS ALSO MADE MENTION THAT MS, 
ENGLISH STATED THAT SHE HAD AN OUT OF TOWN GUEST STAYING WITH HER, BUT SHE DID NOT 
KNOW THE GUESTS NAME. SHE STATED THAT SHE KNEW THAT THE GUEST WAS A MALE, AND HAD 
A SON. THE MALE WAS SUBSEQUENTLY IDENTIFIED AS MR. ROBERT KIRK. 

WHILE AT THE INCIDENT SCENE, MR. JAMISON WAS ABLE TO MAKE CONTACT WITH MR, KIRK. 
MR. KIRK STATED THAT HE WAS PREVIOUSLY IN TOWN FROM ST. LOUIS, AND HAD STAYED WITH 
MS. ENGLISH FROM 12/24/11 TO 12/26/11. MR. KIRK STATED THAT HE LAST SAW MS. ENGLISH ON 
MONDAY 1 2/26/1 1 AT APPROX. 2230 HOURS. MR. KIRK STATED THAT MS. ENGLISH HAD BEEN 
ACTING PECULIAR AND OUT OF CHARACTER AND AT APPROX. 2200 HOURS ON 12/26/1 1 , MS. 
ENGLISH BEGAN SCREAMING IN THE APARTMENT AND SHOUTING BIBLICAL SCRIPTURES, AND 
INDICATING THAT THE WORLD WAS COMING TO AN END. MR. KIRK ALSO STATED THAT MS. 
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ENGLISH BEGAN ASKING HIM IF HE WAS SATAN, AND STATED TO HIM THAT HE SHOULD REMOVE 
HERSELF FROM HER RESIDENCE IMMEDIATELY, MR. KIRK STATED THAT HE LEFT MS. ENGLISH'S 
RESIDENCE AT APPROX. 2230 HO URS, AND HAS NOT SEEN OR SPOKEN TO H ER SINCE. MR. KIRK 
PROVIDED A PHONE NUMB ER OF P^M^Hi, AND GAVE AN ADDRESS OF f^^^^^^^^^H 

SGT. SHIEKH AND INV. ROBINSON OF ZONE 2 CID WERE NOTIFIED OF ALL DETAILS REGARDING 
THIS INCIDENT. UNDER THE DIRECTION OF SGT. SHIEKH, INV. A. SMITH, UNIT 4124, AT THE 
MISSING PERSONS SQUAD WAS NOTIFIED. INVESTIGATOR SMITH CONDUCTED A RELATED 
RECORDS SEARCH, AND INFORMED ME THAT THERE WAS NO RECORD OF MS. ENGLISH AT ANY OF 
THE CITY JAILS, OR AT GRADY OF PIEDMONT HOSPITAL. INV. ROBINSON ALSO RESPONDED TO 
THE LOCATION, AND CONDUCTED AN INITIAL INTERVIEW WITH MR. AND MRS. JAMISON. INV. 
ROBINSON ALSO DIRECTED THAT MS. ENGLISH'S CELL PHONE AND A PHOTO BE PLACED INTO 
PROPERTY AT ZONE 2 PCT A DESCRIPTION OF MS. ENGLISH AND HER VEHICLE WERE 
BROADCAST VIA ZONE 2 RADIO AS A LOOKOUT FOR UNITS ON PATROL. AN ACIC CHECK OF THE 
MS. ENGLISH'S VEHICLE REVEALED NO RECORD OF THE VEHICLE RECOVERED OR IMPOUNDED. A 
COPY OF THIS REPORT HAS BEEN FORWARDED VIA FAX TO INV. SMITH AT MISSING PERSONS, 
AND CENTRAL RECORDS. 

MR. AND MRS. JAMISON WERE INFORMED OF THE CASE NUMBER REGARDING THIS INCIDENT, 
AND ADVISED TO CONTACT THE ATLANTA POLICE DEPARTMENT SHOULD FURTHER DETAILS 
ARISE. 
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
